©f coarse if nobody knows who she is this is all fafeircatioa, end nobody knows who 
is. she baa bean one of the objects of the greatest searching, second of all there is 
not and enevr was a question of all of this not being public, free. the very first, she 
is in almost every picture taken in deaiey plena, so not only did they lie to the committee 
acffibar, they exposed how little any one of the members knows and how easily they can be 
gulled with bad Information. 

but ay god what have these people been reading, the active members for years and 
the ®%ff for two months at the shortest and people like feeney for years? what is their
